The Hags on the uni­ 
versity buildings were lowered, and a 
grief that was as heartfelt as it was a 
true testimonial of the character of the 
man, was manifest on every face. 


Murphy was one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, trainer of athletes in 
the world. 
He trained the champion 
American Olympic team last year.

Mine Explosion Kills Two. 


In a gas explosion at the Scott 
shaft, a Susquehanna Coal company 
operation, near 
Shamokin, Pa., two 
men were Instantly killed, one was ter­ 
ribly mangled on the head, arms and 
legs, four were burned, one was badly 
squeezed and seven overcome by the 
baid air which filled the workings im­ 
mediately 
following 
the 
accident. 
Twenty-four men 
narrowly escaped 
death. 


The dead are George Saduskie and 
Steve Worgus. 


The injured are: Lewis Harris, right 
leg broken *and crushed, Internal injur­ 
ies, fatal; Peter Harris, Stanny Yedo- 
navage, Edward Becker, Stanny Sil- 
kus. 


Seven other men were overcome by 
the black damp following th‘e explo­ 
sion and were rescued and resuscitat­ 
ed with much difficulty. 


The scene at the top of the shaft 
was distressing during the first two 
hours. Hundreds of ears listened for 
the tap of the gong in the engine 
house ordering the engineer to hoist 
the cage from the deep, indicating 
that one or more dead or injured men 
were about to be hoisted. As each ar­ 
rived at the surface the crowd was 
eager to ascertain his or their names. 


TJhe first body recovered was that of 
Steve Worgus, which was found in the 
third from the last breast. He was hor­ 
ribly crushed and burned.

The demand for beef far exceeds 
the supply, and high prices are the 
result, says a bulletin issued by the 
department of agriculture at W ash­ 
ington. 


The shortage in the supply of m eat 
producing animals, too, is steadily be­ 
coming greater, and the country is 
warned that it is facing a period oi 
short production of meat. 


In the last six years there has been 
a decline of more than 30 per cent in 
the nupriber of beef cattle in the Unit­ 
ed States, according to the department, 
and 
already during the first 
three 
months of this year there has been an 
approximate decrease of 13 per cent 
in the number of meat animals killed 
under government supervision as com­ 
pared with the same three months of 
1912. 


Estim ates of the department give 
the number of beef cattle in the Unit­ 
ed States on Jan. 1, 19U7, as 51,5G6,0u >, 
and at the beginning of the present 
year as 36,030,000. Prices paid for cat­ 
tle, sheep,*’ lambs and hogs last year 
were much higher than the preceding 
year.

FIRST CHILD TH E W EAKEST 
MUTTON FOR THE SICK. 


Exhaustive Researches Made by Ex* 
perts Seem to Have Proved 
Truth of Assertion, 


Primogeniture has just received an­ 
other hard knock. 
For 
social, 
eco­ 
nomic and political reasons it had been 
abolished everywhere except in Eng­ 
land, where it seems to be on its last 
legs; but now the biologists and physi­ 
cians are saying that there is strong 
natural reason for setting aside 
the 
oldest son as the heir to the estates 
and the head of the family. 


It is some years since Dr. W. C. 
Rivers, in studying the statistics of a 
great sanatorium in England, observed 
that among tuberculous patients the 
first born provide a larger number of 
subjects than any of the other 
chil­ 
dren. Prof. Karl Pearson and Profes­ 
sors Brehiner and Riffel collected 
a 
vast mass of statistics in England and 
Germany and fully confirmed Rivers' 
observation. Brehmer hud been teach­ 
ing that the first-born children were 
the strongest, but he proved that the 
opposite was true. 


The Medical Record remarks that 
not only tuberculosis but “insanity and 
criminality show a preponderating in* 
cidence among the eldest 
children,“ 
and quotes Professor Pearson's state­ 
ment that the earlier members of a 
family 
are 
more 
likely 
than 
the 
younger to inherit constitutional de­ 
fects. It adds that a tendency to cod­ 
dle, pamper and indulge the first child 
may account for a part of its vulnera* 
bility to disease.

It had ridden safely at anchor, but 
the wind shifted, tho waves dashed 
over her, and »ho was in imminent 
danger of being blown ashore. 
Sud­ 
denly the capstan broke, releasing the 
anchor chain, which began to come 
out of the hold at almost lightning 
speed. 
Something had to be done and 
done quickly. 
A young sailor took in 
the situation, “trigged" 
the 
chain, 
took a “bite” with it over the stan­ 
chion and hung on. This young man's 
prompt and intelligent action saved 
the vessel. 


This elory well 
Illustrates 
what

Is given to him. 
Walter Hunt really 
Invented the sewing machine and had 
therein opportunity for making him­ 
self a millionaire, but Ellas Howe 
seized the opportunity which Hunt 
abandoned, and hung on to it, 
and 
achieved the success that Hunt should 
have attained. 
Philip Reis is the real 
inventor of the telephone but had not 
the courage to develop it. 
Alexander 
Graham Bell took the chance and to­ 
day is given tho credit for both inven­ 
tion and development. 


Illustrations might be multiplied of 
meu who got the idea, had the oppor­ 
tunity and the chance, and, to a cer­ 
tain degree, laid hold of them, but 
failed to hang on.

flatter, kidneys in center and onions 
for a garnish.

Cook a cup of mush­ 
rooms minced in veal stock, or white 
sauce. 
Mix all together, season and 
serve hot.

When one serves cold slices of meal 
the platter looks very attractive if a 
few tiny leaves of lettuce or sprigs of 
parsley are placed here and there 
among the slices. When I serve steak 
I often put a few stuffed olives and a 
sprig of parsley on the platter. Baked 
potatoes look much nicer taken from 
the shell, mashed with butter, pepper 
and salt, a well-beaton yolk of an 
egg, then place back in the half shells 
and brown In the oven. 
They not 
only looker nicer, but taste belter. In 
serving lettuce, carefully wash tho 
full head, then place larger leaves 
around outside of a round dish, then 
smaller leaves Inside, and so on un­ 
til you have the perfect head. 
Servo 
at table Instead of placing a plate of 
lettuce at each service. Celery washed 
and put in Ico cold water, drained 
and filled with cream cheese and a 
little crabapple jelly is very nice and 
a little different. 
If you havo baked 
macaroni and cheese, bake on shell*! 
Instead of a large dish, serve to each 
a shell. 
Large clamshells are good, 
or use ramekins if you have them. I 
think food tastes better in small quan. 
titles and served daintily. Lamb chops 
with a curl of bacon are very nice 
and a little different. When you servo 
fish-balls drain first on brown paper 
and then tuck into a napkin.

ASHINGTON. — During the 
first four days of July the 
battlefield of Gettysburg, Pa., 
will again be the scene of a 
% meeting of the Blue and the 
Gray, but this time they will meet in 
amity and affection. A half-century will 
have passed since last these men of two 
great American armies met on this 
northern field. 
Then they were face 
to face in deadly conflict, for the issue, 
it was well understood to both con­ 
tending forces, was the success of the 
southern cause, or the beginning of its 
defeat, to be followed by the restora­ 
tion of the Union as it had been before 
the first shot was fired at Fort Sum­ 
ter. 


The United States government and 
the government of nearly every state 
in the Union have combined to make 
the Gettysburg reunion of the soldiers 
of the north and south one of the great 
peace events of the century. The state 
of Pennsylvania some time ago ap­ 
pointed a “Fiftlstli Anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg commission" to 
make preparations for the four days* 
reunion, at which Pennsylvania as a 
state was to act as host to the vet­ 
erans of the war between the states 
and to the thousands of visitors who 
would follow their march to.the field 
of battle, and appropriated $150,000 for 
the purpose of entertaining the vet­ 
erans. 


40,000 Veterans Expected. 


It Is expected that 40,000 veterans 
of the war, not all of them, however, 
survivors of the Gettysburg battle, will 
be found encamped upon the field 
when reveille sounds on the morning 
of July 1. 
It will be a different re­ 
veille than »that which the fife and 
drum corps of the two great armies 
sounded fifty years ago. 
The call to 
awakening will be a call to a peaceful 
celebration while the call to the awak­ 
ening In July, 1863, was a call of 
armies to conflict and, to thousands of 
men, a call to death. 


For years the veterans have been 
looking forward to this reunion. It is 
probable that there will be present 
many thousands of survivors of the 
battle. The United States government 
under an act of congress has appro­ 
priated money for the preparation of 
the camps and for the messing of the 
soldier visitors. 
The average age of 
the men ragaged in the Civil war was 
only eighteen years, but fifty years 
have passed since these soldier boys 
fought at Gettysburg, and so if the 
com putatio n s age was a true one the 
average years of the veterans who will 


them for a longer period, for the pur­ 
pose of installing the field bakery, the 
field ranges and In dismantling, clean­ 
ing, packing and storing material after 
tho encampment is over. 


The old soldiers are to be supplied 
with fresh meat directly from refrig­ 
erator cars drawn upon the*field. They 
will be given fresh vegetables and spe­ 
cial bread with the best coffee and tea 
which the market affords. For them it 
will not be a case of hardtack, bootleg 
ánd poor bacon. 


The Battle of Gettysburg commis­ 
sion of the state of Pennsylvania has 
a large sum of money at its disposal 
for the entertainment of the visiting 
veterans, and the thousands of persons 
who will accompany them. 
Hospital­ 
ity is to mark the days. 
Fifty yearB 
ago Pennsylvania aided in the work of 
repelling the visitors from the south. 
In early July next the same state will 
have its arms wide open In welcome 
to the men wearing the gray. 
Enter­ 
tainments of various kinds will be of­ 
fered the visiting veterans,, but it is 1 
pretty well understood that their deep 
interest in revisiting the scenes where 
they fought, Little Round Top, Oak 
Ridge, Cemetery Hill, 
Culp’s 
Hill, 
Rock Creek, the Stone Wall and other 
places will hold them largely to tho 
pleasures and to the sadnesses of per­ 
sonal reminiscences. Arm in arm with I 
the Union soldiers the Confederate sol- j 
diers will retramp the battleground. 
They will look over the field of Pick- , 
ett’s desperate charge. 
They will re­ 
trace the marching steps of Long- 1 
street’s corps. 
They will go to the 
place where Meade had his headquar­ 
ters and to the place from which Lee » 
directed his southern forces in battle. 


Pennsylvania is going to make a 
great celebration of peace of this fif­ 
tieth anniversary of what probably 
was tlie decisive battle of the war, al­ 
though it was fought nearly two years 
before the war ended. 
Other states 
I will help Pennsylvania in its work, and 
from every section of the country, 
north, east, south and west, the vet­ 
erans will assemble, most of them 
probably to see for the last time in 
life the field upon which they were 
willing to die for the sake of their re­ 
spective causes. 


The veterans will not be directly en­ 
camped in the Gettysburg park* which 
is dotted with monuments to the vari­ 
ous commands which took part in the 
fight and which is laid out in approved 
park fashion, with 
fine drives 
and 
beautifully kept lawns. There will be 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. 
The layouts of 
these camps are based on the use of 
conical tents, each of which will, with­ 
out crowding, accommodate eight per­ 
sons. 
Inasmuch as accommodations 
are to be furnished for 40,000 visitors 
5,000 tents will fee required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 


Visitors to Be Cared For. 


Every possible care is to be taken 
of the visitors. 
The sanitary arrange­ 
ments which have been made are said 
to be the best that are possible and 
they are the result of careful study fcy 
medical officers c/f the service. All the 
experience of thé past has been drawn 
upon to make it certain that the Lealth 
of the veterans will be conserved while 
they are in camp.

The survivors of the war from the 
north and south who will *be present, 
being old men, must be cared for in 
a way which would not have been nec­ 
essary fifty years ago.

When the Union and the Confeder­ 
ate veterans reach Gettysburg on June 
30 next they will find on the scene of 
the old conflict between five and six 
hundred memorials raised in commem­ 
oration of the deeds of their com­ 
mands on the great fields of the Penn­ 
sylvania battlefield. There are, more­ 
over, 1,000 markers placed to desig­ 
nate historic* spots. 
There are great

structed and everywhere attention has 
been pai<} to every detail of the least 
importance in setting forth the Jnstory 
of one of the greatest battles ever 
known to warfare.

Formal Charges Made by For­ 


mer Mexican Congressim. 


PENALTY MAY BE DEATH.

York City Citing Grounds For Arti­ 
cles of Impeachment. 


New York.—Charges of rebellion and 
treason, of usurpation of functions and 
violence against prisoners have been 
preferred against General Victoriano 
Huerta, provisional president of Mex­ 
ico. by Ileriberto Barron, who was 
commercial agent at Now York for 
General Francisco Madero, constitu­ 
tional president of Mexico, who was 
assassinated on the night of Feb. 22, 
this year, when on tho way, as Huer­ 
ta’s prisoner, from the national pal­ 
ace to a prison on tho outskirts of tho 
capital. 


Senator Barron, formerly a member 
of tho Mexican congress from the 


GENEHAXi VICTOKIANO HUERTA- 


state of Chihuahua, is nowr a resident 
of this city 
Ills charges have been 
forwarded to the City of Mexico, and 
they will be laid before the house of 
representatives there. 
Accompanying 
the charges is a petition urging that 
General Huerta bo impeached and sub 
jected to the penalty for his alleged 
crimes, which is death under the con­ 
stitution of Mexico. 


There are three separate counts in 
Scnor Barron’s complaint and peti­ 
tion, and each count is supported b> 
quotations from the Mexican constitu­ 
tion and from the code of military 
law. 


General Huerta, it is alleged, was a 
traitor from tho time General Felix 
Diaz got out of prison, making no ef­ 
fective use whatever of his troops, 
finally sacrificing them in an impossl 
bio attack on the Diaz forces, after 
which he deprived President Madero 
of the loyal troops guarding the pal 
ace, substituting for them tho traitor 
ous soldiers of General Blanquet 


Then, says Senor Barron, there were 
several 
secret 
conferences 
between 
General Iluerta and the American am 
bassndor, Henry Lane Wilson. One of 
these conferences, it is averred, was on 
Feb. 17, the very day before Huerta 
and Blanquet came out in open revolt 
and ordered the Imprisonment and dt* 
tention in tho national palace of Presi 
dent Madero, Vice President Jose M. 
Pino Suarez, several members of the 
cabinet, the governor of the federal dis­ 
trict and Congressman Gustavo Ma­ 
dero, a brother of the president. 


The code of military law is quoted to 
show that General Iluerta was guilty 
of rebellion and treason in that he 
withdrew from the obedience of the 
government, used his troops in hostility 
to the government and incited a revolt 


The Mexican military code p ro v id e s 
the penalty of death for any officer 
whoso unnecessary violence against a 
prisoner causes the death of the pris 
oner. On that count Senor Barron calN 
for tho death of Huerta because of th e 
assassination of Madero when in Hu 
erta's custody. 
It is alleged that the 
stuteuient which General Huerta ga\e 
to the press and public regarding the 
circumstances of Mudero's death was 
deliberately false. 


in concluding his petition Senor Bar­ 
ron says: 


"It is shameful for Mexico that even 
for a few weeks there could have en 
dured a spurious government based 
upon treason, usurpation and crime 
Mexico forms part of the civilized 
world. Her social, commercial, literary 
and other relations with the rest of the 
universe oblige us to maintain before 
other nations a decorous attitude, be­ 
cause in modern times there is not a 
nation which can endure while deliver 
ing herself to acts of savagery horrify 
ing to the civilized world.”

Some of the prisoners in the Tombs 
prison, New York, differ with 
the 
Judge. 


Among them are, for instance, Jo­ 
seph G. Robin, former president of the 
defunct Northern bank, sentenced to a 
year in prison for misapplication, of 
funds; Philip Musica, the importer be­ 
ing held for trial on a charge of fraud; 
Robert H. Kirby, negro hotel porter, 
charged with assault, and John Cas­ 
sidy, convicted of assault and other 
crimes, and now in the Tombs for the 
twenty-second time. 


“Do you think Judge Carey is right 
in his belief that 
every 
man 
and 
woman ought to be put behind the 
bars for one day every year?” Musica 
was asked. 


The young importer, after a sudden 
disappearance from 
New York, six 
weeks ago, when he was wanted by 
the 
government 
on 
fraud 
charges, 
thought for a moment. 


“Well,” he said at length, “I don’t 


admit that a ‘bit* in a coil might whiten 
a fellow out some, and I suppose I 
i made up my mind that I was a pretty 
chastened guy before I got out. 


“But the next time it was different. 
I I got eent up for a job I never did, 
i and it soured on pie. I lost my repent­ 
ing notion. 
Might as well the deed 
■ as the name, said I, and when I got 
out that time it didn’t take mo long 
to get in again with my eyes wide 
open, and deliberate at that.

Takes Issue With Judge, 


Cassidy, the old-timer, was 
piore 
communicative. 
He shook his "gray 
head. 


“That judge is a nut," was his ver­ 
dict. “Here I’ve been spending about 
half my days every year In jail for 
thirty years, and I cian’t see that it has 
done me any good or broadened my 
Christian viewpoint to a noticeable 
degree. 


“Maybe the first time I went to jail 
I thought it did. 
That is, I thought 
it did' until I got out. 
Then it was 
Just as easy to jimmy another window 
or lift a white-haired old gentleman's 
watch in a street car. 
The second 
'bit' I did narrowed 
my 
Christian 
viewpoint to a paper edge, and as for 
charity—huh! that bunk 
gets 
ham­ 
mered out of a man by prison grub 
and hard work up at the Pen. 
There 
ain't no such thing. 


“Yes, I guess I might 
have 
been 
willing to argue with this judge if 
he'd pulled his idea about the first 
time I was stowred away. It struck me 
pretty hard then. 
It was for beating 
up a man in a saloon, 
I got thirty 
days, and I was young, and I had a 
family, and it got under my skin. 


“I was about ready then, I guess, to 


my face. 
No, young fellow, this old 
judge never spent a day or five years 
behind 'em for something he 
never 
done, or he wouldn’t be talking about 
broadening the Christian viewpoint by 
sitting in a cell/’ 


Robert H. Kirby, the negro hotel 
porter, 
had 
quite another idea of 
Judge Carey’s theory. Kirby was wait­ 
ing trial on a charge of beating a wom­ 
an. 
He had been locked up before for 
disorderly conduct, but not for long 


“Yes, sir! 
I think Judge Carey is 
pretty near right,” he said. 
“A*m an 
who sits in a cell in prison a whole 
long day owce a year has time to think. 
All the wrong he has done comes un 
pretty close to him and he gets time 
to think what a mean, miserable sort 
of a fellow he is. 


Thinks Ceri Did Him Good. 


“I believe this few days I've spent 
here in the Tombs has done me more 
good than anything else. I was locked 
up for disorderly conduct once, and on 
that occasion I got a chance to look 
at myself from a sort of outside point 
of view. When I got through looking 
I saw I wasn’t much of a man, and 
when I got out of jail I braced up and 
was a different fellow. 


“That was a long time ago, and I got 
to 
slipping 
back, I guess. 
But 
I 
wouldn’t have if I’d had to spend one 


day in jail every year between that 
first time and this." 


Joseph G. Robin, the defaulting bank 
president, had little to say about the 


philosophy of ono day in jail a janr. 


“That is something I cannot 
swer," he said, “because my case was 
different. 
I did not willfully go ahead 
and commit* a wrong. 
Had I done bo 
I might be able to see the viewpoint 
of Judge Carey that a brief meditation 
in jail is a good thing. 
As it is I 
landed here merely because I wished 
to oblige my friends—because I want­ 
ed to be a good fellow, and was made 
a tool of.” 


William Lewis, another 
prisoner, 
thought Judge Carey would change his 
mind if he himself was one of the 
pwsons obliged to spend one of 
the 
days in jail, and this view was shared 
by Albert Franck, on the same tier 
Michael McDonnell, who spent thir­ 
teen years in Matteawan and has just 
been brought back cured to stand trial 
on a charge of assault com ralttpd in 
1900, pointed out that Judge Careys 
idea was impracticable, because to im­ 
prison all inhabitants of the United 
States for oue day each year would 
cost the country untold sums of money 
History, however, records an 
in 
stanco of an English judge of the last 
century who insisted, on being 
ele­ 
vated to tho bench, on passing a week 
in prison under severe discipline. His 
idea was thus to familiarize himself 
with tho sort of life which the unfor­ 
tunates whom he might have to sen­ 
tence to confinement would have to 
live. lie thought that most judges did 
not sufficiently realize what severe 
punishment they were inflicting when 
they passed sentences of long terms 
of imprisonment. 


Somehow this idea seems to 
have 
within it at least a small amount of 
commou sense. 


SURPRISED AT 
WHITE 
MAM 


Amazement of the Natives in the Re­ 
mote Village of Nonsatong, 
in Korea. 


Writing of his adventures in un­ 
known Korea in H arper’s for May. 
Roy C. Andrews of 
the 
American 
Museum of Natural History tells of 
his amusing experiences while col­ 
lecting specimens at Nonsatong. 


“We found good collecting at Non­ 
satong and remained a week,” he says. 
“Tho village, if it could be called so. 
sisted of ten or twelve huts of the 
poorest kind, strung out along the val­ 
ley. and to the inhabitants 1 was an 
object of the greatest curiosity They 
had never seen a white man before. 
My blue eyes attracted most atten­ 
tion, and when the simple, timid peo­ 
ple learned that I was not averse to 
being examined they gave their cur­ 
iosity full play. 
They did not believe 
that it was possible for a man hav­ 
ing eyes like mine to see properly, 
their usual test being to select a 
trees or rock some distance away and 
ask mo to tell them what it was 


“The interpreter told the natives at 
Nonsatong that we would pay six sen 
(3 cents) for any mouse, rat or other 
small mammal which they could catch. 
They did not believe at first that any 
man would bo foolish enough to pay 
suclw a price as that for something 
which could not be eaten, but, after 
repeated urgings to try and see. on 
the second day the men of the village 
arrived en masse with a chipmunk. At 
once six yen was offered for it, to the 
utter amazement of the Koreans 
The 
next day there was an influx of chip­ 
munks, for every man and child in 
the village turned out to catch them, 
and by 2 in the afternoon they had 
nineteen. 


“The natives raised quantities of 
onions, of which all Koreans are very 
fond, and on the first day of our ar­ 
rival we bought a great bunch for 4 
sen. 
After payment cf 6 sen for a 
chipmunk, however, 
the 
price 
of 
onions jtimped to 30 
sen, for 
they 
argued, quite naturally, that 
if we

Seven other men wore overcome by 
the black damp following tlco explo- 
sion and were rescued and resuscitat- 
ed with much difllculty. 


The scene at the top of tho shaft 
was distressing during the first two 
hours. Hundreds of ears listened for 
the tap of the gong in the engine 
houso ordering the engineer to hoist 
the cage from the deep, 
indicating 
that one or more dead or injured men 
were about to he hoisted. As each ar- 
rived at the surface tho crowd was 
eager to ascertain his or their names. 


TJhe first body recovered was that of 
Steve Worgus, wlilch was found in the 
third from tho last breast. He was hor- 
ribly crushed and burned. 


Demand For Beef Far Exceeds Supply 


The demand for beef far exceeds 
the supply, and high prices are the 
result, says a bulletin issued by the 
department of agriculture at Wash-

The shortage In the supply of meat 
producing animals, too, Is steadily be- 
coming greater, and tho country la 
warned that It is facing a period of 
short production of meat. 


In the last six years there has bepn 
a decline of more than 30 per cent la 
the nuinber of beef cattle in the Unit- 
ed States, according to the department, 
and 
already during the 
first 
throe 
months of this year there has been an 
approximate decrease of 13 per cent 
in the number of meat animals killed 
under government supervision as com- 
pared with the same three months of 
1912. 


Estimates of the department 
glvo 
the number of beef cattle in the Unit- 
ed States on Jan. 1, 19U7, as 51,5G6,0" », 
and at the beginning of tho present 
year as 3G,030,000. Prices paid for cat- 
tle, sheep/' lambs and hogs last year 
were much higher than the preceding 
year.

There is no sauce that seems qui^e 
BO good with the plain cottage pud- 
ding, which is a simple cake baked 
in a thick layer and cut in squares to 
serve, as the lemon or vinegar sauce, j 
Take a *cupful of sugar and mix with 
it thoroughly, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, add a cup of boiling water and 
two or threQ tablespoonfuls of vinegar, 
the 
amount 
depending 
upon 
its 
strength. 
Lemon juice and a bit of 
the rind is still nicer; 
cook 
untii 
smooth, then add a tablespoonful of 
butter and a half teaspoon of grated 
nutmeg. 


Maple sauce is a sweet sauce tliat 
many enjoy with the cottage pudding. 
It Is made by using either the sugar 
or syrup. 
Pour the boiling hot syrup 
over the well beaten white of an egg, 
and when well beaten add a half cup 
of whipped cream. 


Strawberry

WEAKEST 


Exhaustive Researches Made by Ex^ 
perts Seem to Have Proved 
Truth of Assertion, 


Primogeniture has just received an- 
other hard knock. 
For 
social, 
eco- 
nomic and political reasons it had been 
abolished everywhere except in Eng- 
land, where it seems to be on its last 
legs; but now the biologists and physi- 
cians are saying that there is strong 
natural reason for setting aside 
the 
oldest son as the heir to 
the 
estates 
and the head of the family. 


It Is some years since Dr. W, C. 
Rivers, in studying the statistics of a 
great sanatorium in England, observed 
that among tuberculous 
patients 
the 
first born provide a larger number of 
subjects than any of the'other 
chil- 
dren. 
Prof. Karl Pearson and Profes- 
sors Brehmer and Riffel collected 
a 
vast mass of statistics in England and 
Germany and fully confirmed Rivers' 
observation. Brehmer had been teach- 
ing that the 
first-born 
children were 
the strongest, but he proved that the 
opposite was true. 


The Medical Record 
remarks 
that 
not only tuberculosis but **iusanity and 
criminality show a preponderating in 
cidence among the eldest 
children," 
and quotes Professor Pearson's 
state- 
ment that the earlier members of a 
family 
are 
more 
likely 
than 
the 
younger to inherit 
constitutional 
de- 
fects. It adds that a tendency to cod- 
dle, pamper and indulge the first child 
may account for a part of its vulnera^ 
bility to disease.

MUTTON FOR THE SICK. 


Made Difference to Manager. 


Jake Tanenbaum is an 
old 
time 
showman, 
who 
became 
famous 
through his having possessed for a 
lon^ time "The key to the south." 
which means that before the theatrical 
syndicate was formed he controlled' 
the theatrical output south of Mason 
and Dixon's line.

Mutton juice or extract is obtained 
as is beef juice or extract. ' One way 
is to broil a piece of meat on both 
sides, then cut In fine pieces and press 
out the juice in a ricer or lemon 
squeezer. 


Mutton Broth.—Wipe three pounds 
of mutton, remove the skin and fat | 
and cut the meat into one-inch pieces. 
Put into a kettle with the bones, cover ; 
with cold water. 
Heat gradually to 
'the boiling point and season with salt . 
and pepper if allowed. 
Cook slowly 
until the meat Is tender, strain, cool, 
remove the fat. 
Reheat and add oat- 
meal, barley or rice, three tablespoon- 
fuls will be sgilicient for two quarts 
of broth. 


Mutton Chop in Paper Bag.—A de- 
licious and dainty bit of meat may 
be prepared for an invalid by broiling 
or roasting a chop in a paper bag or a 
piece of letter paper folded to hold 
in the steam and juices, 
Grease the 
paper before putting in 
the 
cliop. 
Season and serve piping hot. 


Montana Steak.—Chop a pound of 
lean mutton free from bone, add a 
'beaten egg, a half cup of milk, a tea- I 
•spoonful of palt, pepper and a tea- 
spoonful of onion juice, make in the j 
form of small cakes and broil. 
; 


Broiled 
Lpin Chops.—Remove th« ^ 
superfluous fat and ix>ll the 
flank 
around the tenderloin, fastening with , 
skewers. 
Place the chops 
on 
the . 
broiler greased witli mutton fat. Cook • 
from six to eight minutes, turning , 
frequently. 
Serve with lemon juice 
and parsley. 
If the meat needs fat a 
little butter may be added before the 
lemon juice.

And who will say that these magi- 
cians of the palette were less skilful 
than the Orchardsons and Alma-Tade- 
mas of later years, whose canvases, 
with the paint scarcely dry on thom 
v/ere exchanged for $10,000 or $15.000 
each; than P^rank Holl, who painted 
$100,000 worth of portraits in a sin- 
gle year; of Landseer, whose estate 
was sworn at $800.000? 


Today the painting of pictures, for 
nineten artists out of tjwenty, is a 
costly hobby, which leaves little mar- 
gin for even such a modest luxury as 
marmalade. 
For every score of can- 
vases that are fit to adorn the walls 
of Burlington house there is barely 
one purchaser, and he has a keen eyo 
to a bargain.

trained artists, whose acadamy pic- 
tures are seldom branded with the fa- 
tal "R." 
One of these men confessed 
that he had barely $500 to show as the 
liet result of tw^o thousand hours of in- 
dustry last year.

a canvas "on the line" before he saw 
his twenty-first birthday, was glad to 
sell his latest picture, the fruits of six 
months' work, for less thandts frame 
cost. 


The picture buyer of today has Ver;^ 
decided views as to what he wants. 
Give him a bright landscape, seascape 
or garden scene, with plenty of color, 
and he is willing to pay for 
it—his 
ow^n price. 
Problem pictures, histori- 
cal canvasses, he won't look at. 


But, sold or unsold, the pictures are 
equally «Mostly to produce. There may 
be little Change out of a dollar fcfr one 
day's paints and models alone. 
Many 
a canvas, on which months of work 
have been lavished, and which may go 
—if at all—in exchange for a $25 
note, has cost from $150 to $250 for 
materials. 


One able artist told the writer: 
"I 
pay just under $500 a year for my 
studio. 
A year's models, 
costumes, 
etc., costs me quite another $500; I 
pay from $35 to $50 for a frame. 
One 
way or another. I spend $1,250 in the 
twelve months, and thus earn a net 
income at which many clerks would 
turn up their noses." 


And this man Is one of the lucky 
ones, outside the pale of the specially 
favored few.

For a time 
It had ridden safely at anchor, but 
the wind shifted, the waves dashed 
over her, and she was in imminent 
danger of being blown ashore. 
Sud- 
denly the capstan broke, releasing the 
Einclior chain, which began to come 
out of the hold at almost 
lightning 
speed. 
Something had to be done and 
done quickly, 
A young sailor took in 
the situation, "trigged" 
the 
chain, 
took a "bite" with it over the stan- 
chion and bung on. This young man's 
prompt and intelligent action 
saved 
the vessel. 


This story well 
illustrates 
what 
Henry Ward Beecher meant when, at 
the close of an address to young men, 
he said:

Invented the sewing machine and had 
therein opportunity for making him- 
self 
a millionaire, but Ellas 
Howe 
seized 
the opportunity 
which 
Hunt 
abandoned, and hung on to it, 
and 
achieved the success that Hunt should 
have attained. 
Philip Reis Is the real 
Inventor of the telephone but had not 
the courage to develop it. 
Alexander 
Grabnm Bell took the chance and to- 
day is given the credit for both Inven- 
tion and development. 


Illustrations might be multiplied of 
meu who got the idea, had the oppor- 
tunity and the chance, and, to a cer- 
tain degree, laid hold of them, but 
failed to hang on. 
They failed to do 
the most Important thing—hang on. 
And this Is why Henry Ward Beecher

His teachers, the school physi- 
cian and the parents endeavor to de- 
termine the handicraft to which the 
boy is adapted. 
The physician takes 
the note of the body. 
The strong boy 
of average build Is classified as suited 
to become a brewer, a smith, a carpen^ 
ter, a mason, a worker In Iron con- 
struction, or some 
other calling 
re- 
quiring at least average strength. The 
undersized or weaker boy Is 
consid- 
ered as being better adapted to 
be- 
come a tailor, a bookbinder, a basket 
maker, a wood carver, a locksmith, a 
Jeweler, a glazier, a joiner, a cabinet 
maker, a potter, a brushmaker or 
« 
confectioner. 


The boy with weak lungs is exclud- 
ed from trades where there Is a good 
deal of dust, such as that of the wood- 
turner or the paper hanger. 
The boy 
with pulmonary weakness would also 
not be allowed to become a shoema- 
ker or a tailor, because of the bent at- 
titudes In which he 
would 
have 
to 
work. 
Should the boy have a weak 
heart, he would be classltled as untlt 
for the heavy work of the smith, the 
butcher, the miller 
or any of 
the 
buildhig trades.

The following entrees are designed 
as suggestions for the busy women 
who ask

day, "What 
shall I 
have for dinner?" 


Brochettes of oysters, sweetbreads, 
llrer and bacon, or even very small 
fillets of veal always look more elab< 
orate than they are and please every 
one. Place on the skewers and broil, 
or bread and fry on the skewer, in 
deep fat, and serve still on the skew- 
er, the diner using a fork to remove 
the food, piece by piece. 


To serve escalloped artichokes, sal« 
sify and similar 
vegetables: 
After 
boiling as usual, trim and season and 
place on scallop shells or individual 
baking platters and cover with cream 
sauce. 
Sprinkle with bread crumbs 
and melted butter and brown In oven. 
Potato and meat balls: 
Take two- 
thirds minced cold 
meat 
and 
one« 
third mashed optatoea, season 
with 
salt, 
pepper 
and 
chopped 
parsley. 
Bind with egg yolks. Flour the hands 
and shape Into balls, roll in flour and 
fry. 


Various ways of cooking kidneys 
beside making Into stews are as fol- 
lows: 


Kidneys with bacon—Slice the kid- 
neys and broil with the bacon and 
serve with sippets of toast. 


Veal kidney saute, with 
onions— 
Slice the kidneys and fry quickly with 
.butter. 
When done, dish and cover 
while frying the onions. 
Serve on 
platter, kidneys In center and onions 
for a garnish. 


Veal kidney minced on toast—Slice 
the kidneys and blanch until tender, 
then mince with a fourth as much 
ham as kidney. Cook a cup of mush- 
rooms minced in veal stock, or white 
sauce. 
Mix all together, season and 
serve hot. 


Macaroni is growing in popularity

Macaroni with minced ham—Cook 
the macaroni as usual, then mix with 
cold, cooked ham chopped 
fine.

Macaroni with pork sausage—Cook 
the macaroni and drain. 
Fill a bak- 
ing dish with a layer of it and then a 
layer of the sausage.

is encased, skin and slice it.

and 
bake twenty min- 
utes. 


Macaroni with flaked fish, oysters, 
tomatoes, maltre d'hotel butter, or In 
croquettes or tlmbales, are other well 
Uked styles. 


Klllarney Stew. 


Three pounds of lean mutton—that 
from the scrag is best, and you can 
use the bones for soup; eight sU6ed po- 
tatoes, one sliced onion, salt and pep- 
per and chopped parsley. 
Put on the 
mutton, cut in small pieces with the 
sliced onion and enough cold water to 
cover it, and stew very slowly two 
hours, or until tender. 
Strain the 
gravy into, a bowl, and set In cold wa- 
ter to throw up the fat. 
Put a layer 
of potatoes, sliced thin In the bottom 
of a saucepan, cover with meat, pep- 
pered and salted, sprinkle with pars- 
ley, more potatoes and more meat un- 
til all are in.

VETERANS TO MEET 
NBA 


Big Reunion of Survivors of Civil 
War at Gettysburg on 
July 1. 


40,000 E X P E C T E D T O 
A T T E N D 


Men Who Wore the Blue and Gray 
to Again Gather on Ground 
Made Memorable by His- 
toric Conflict

W 


ASHINGTON. — During 
the 
first 
four days of July the 
battlefield of OettyBburg, Pa., 
will again be the scene of a 
% meeting of the Blue and the 
Gray, but this time they will meet in 
amity and affection. A half-century v/ill 
have passed since last these men of two 
great American armies met on 
this 
northern 
field. 
Then they were face 
to face in deadly conflict, for the issue, 
It was well understood to both con- 
tending forces, was the success of the 
southern cause, or the beginning of its 
defeat, to be followed by the restora- 
tion of the Union as it had been before 
the first shot was fired at Fort Sum- 
ter. 


The United States government 
and 
the government of nearly every state 
in the Union have combined to make 
the Gettysburg reunion of the soldiers 
of the nortii and south one of the great 
peace events of the century. The state 
of Pennsylvania some time ago 
ap- 
pointed a "Flftisth Anniversary of the 
I Battle of Gettysburg commission" to 
, make preparations for the four days' 
reunion, at which Pennsylvania as a 
state was to act as host to the vet- 
erans of the war between the states 
and to the thousands of visitors who 
would follow their march to,the field 
of battle, and appropriated $150.000 for 
the purpose of entertaining the vet- 
erans. 


40,000 Veterans Expected. 


It is expected that 40,000 veterans 
of the war, not all of them» however, 
survivors of the Gettysburg battle, will 
be 
found encamped 
upon 
the 
field 
when reveille sounds on the morning 
of July 1. 
It will be a different re- 
veille than • that which the fife and 
drum corps of the two great armies 
sounded fifty years ago. 
The call to 
awakening will be a call to a peaceful 
celebration while the call to the awak- 
ening In July. 1863, was 
a 
call 
of 
armies to conflict and, to thousands of 
men, a call to death. 


For years the veterans have 
been 
looking forward to this reunion. 
It is 
probable that there will be 
present 
many thousands of survivors of 
the 
battle. 
The United States government 
under an act of congress has appro- 
priated money for the preparation of 
the camps and for the messing of the 
soldier visitors. 
The average age of 
the men ragaged in the Civil war was 
only eighteen years, but fifty years 
have passed since these soldier 
boys 
fought at Gettysburg, ajid so if the 
computation'of age was a true one the 
average years of the veterans who will 
meet in Pennsylvania in July will be 
about sixty-eight years. Many of them,' 
of course, will be much older and a 
good many of them, men who entered 
at ages ranging from fourteen to sev- 
enteen years, will be younger, but all 
wijl bo old men as the world views 
age. 


Many of the states of the Union, 
north as well as south, have made ap- 
I propriations to send their veterans to 
the Gettysburg reunion and to pay all 
other expenses. 
The battle of Gettys- 
burg is recognized as the turning point 
of the war between the states. 
It has 
been called time and again one of the 
decisive battles of the world. 
Gener- 
ally it is recognized that Gettysburg 
decided the great conflict, helped in 
the decision probably by the fall of 
Vicksburg on the Mississippi, which 
took place virtually 
at the 
moment 
that the conflict on the Pennsylvania 
field was decided In favor of the north- 
ern arms. 


The preparations which, the govern- 
ment is making to care for the veter- 
ans 
at 
Gettysburg 
are 
Interesting. 
*^hey have been under the charge of 
James B. Aleshire, quartermaster gen- 
eral of the United States army, 
and 
Henry G. Sharpe. cornmissary general 
of the United States army. 
TAVO years 
ago last March 14,000 regular troops 
were gathered in camp at Texas. 
The 
health of the soldiers throughout the 
Texas en^^ampment was almost 
per- 
fect, made so by the plans which had 
been carefully laid to see that perfect 
sanitation was maintained. 
The Unit- 
ed States army was taught a lesson 
by the Spanish 
war, -when 
lack of 
proper sanitary precautions and unpre- 
paredness in other ways cost the gov- 
ernment the lives of more men than 
were Bacrificed to the bullets of the 
Spaniard. 


The estimates of the 
commissary 
and 
quai'tormaster 
authorities 
are 
based upon an attendance of 40,000 vet- 
erans. 
It probably will cost the gov- 


j ernment about $3GO.OOO to act in part 
I as host to the survivors of the battle 
and other veterans 
who attend 
the 
Gettysburg reunion. 


Bjg Task to Feed Men, 
The survivors of the war irom the 
north and south who will 'be present, 
being old men, must be cared for in 
a way which would not have been nec- 
essary fifty years ago. The messjng of 
the veterans 
M'ill require 400 
army 
ranges, 1 great field bakery, 40,ow0 
mess kits, SuO coolv^, 800 kitchen help- 
ers and 130 bake?-s. 
This helping per- 
eoniiel w)ll be required to be in ydxnp 
^or Ht leust oeyen days, and nii>'y of 


them for a longer period, for the nur 
POBO of Installing the field bakery, the 
field ranges and in dismantling, clean- 
ing. packing and storing material after 
tho encampment is oven 


The old soldiers are to be supplied 
with fresh meat directly from refrig- 
erator cars drawn upon the field. They 
will bo given fresh vegetables and spe- 
cial bread with the best coffee and tea 
which the market affords. For them It 
will not be a case of hardtack, bootleg 
änd poor bacon. 


The Battle of Gettysburg commla- 
slon of the state of Pennsylvania has 
a large sum of money at Its disposal 
for the entertainment of the visiting 
veterans, and the thousands of persons 
who will accompany them. 
Hospital- 
ity is to mark the days. 
Fifty yeara 
ago Pennsylvania aided In the work of 
repelling the visitors from the south. 
In early July next the same state will 
have its arms wide open in welcome 
to the men wearing the gray. 
Enter- 
tainments of various kinds will be of- 
fered the visiting veterans,, but it is 
pretty well understood that their deep 
interest in revisiting the scenes where 
they fought. Little Round Top, 
Oak 
Ridge, 
Cemetery 
Hill, 
Gulp's 
Hill, 
Rock Creek, the Stone Wall and other 
places will hold them largely to 
tho 
pleasures and to the sadnesses of per- 
sonal reminiscences. 
Arm in arm with 
the Union soldiers the Confederate sol- 
diers will retramp the battleground. 
They will look over the field of Pick- 
ett's desperate charge. 
They will re- 
trace the marching steps of 
Long- 
street's corps. 
They wiÛ go to the 
place where Meade had his headquar- 
ters and to the place from which Lee 
directed his southern forces in battle. 


Pennsylvania is going to make 
a 
great celebration of peace of this fif- 
tieth anniversary of what 
probably 
was tlie decisive battle of the war, al- 
though it was fought nearly two years 
before the war ended. 
Other 
states 
will help Pennsylvania in its work, and 
from 
every 
section of the country, 
north, east, south and west, the vet- 
erans will assemble, 
most 
of 
them 
probably to see for the last time in 
life the field upon which they were 
willing to die for the sake of their re- 
s p ^ t i v e causes. 


'fhe veterans will not be directly en- 
camped in the Gettysburg park, which 
is dotted with monuments to the vari- 
ous commands which took part in the 
fight and which is laid out in approved 
park fashion, with 
fine 
drives 
and 
beautifully kept lawns. There will be 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. 
The layouts 
of 
these camps are based on the use of 
conical tents, each of which will, with- 
out crowding, accommodate eight per- 
sons. 
Inasmuch as 
accommodations 
are to be furnished for 40,000 visitors 
5,000 tents will he required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 


Visitors to Be Cared For. 


Every possible care is to be taken 
of the visitors. 
The sanitary arrange- 
ments which have been made are said 
to be the best that are possible and 
they are the result of careful study ^y 
medical oflicers c/f the service. All the 
experience of the past has been drawn 
upon to make it certain that the health 
of the veterans will be conserved while 
they are in camp. 


With so many thousands of old sol- 
diers in attendance, and taking into 
consideration the probability that the 
•weather will be warm, it is expected 
thai? there »will be sickness, but the 
United 
States government 
and 
the 
state of Pennsylvania 
are 
preparing 
for a hospital service which shall be 
adequate to any contingency. 
There 
will 
be hospital 
corps detachments 
present ready to render first aid to 
the injured, and there will be many 
field 
hospitals with surgeoRS in 
at- 
tendance, where the sick can receive 
instant attendance. 


It Is said that this contemplated re- 
union 
has 
induced more 
Interest 
among the old soldiers of the north 
and the south than any event which 
has happened since the day that the 
war closed. 
There is today at Gettys- 
burg a great national park, in which 
is included a cemetery where 
thou- 
sands of soldier dead are buried. 
The 
United States government and tho leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania worked to- 
gether to make a park of the battle- 
field 
and to mark accurately 
every 
point in it which has historic interest. 
When one goes to the field he pan tell 
just -where this brigade or that bri- 
gade was engaged, 
just 
where 
this 
charge or that charge was made and 
just where the desperate defenses of 
positions were maintained until 
the 
tide of battle brought either victory or 
defeat to one of tho immediate com- 
mands engaged. 


It .was in 1S95 that congress estab- 
lished a national park at Gettysburg 
and gave the secretary of war author- 
ity to name a commission "to superin- 
tend the opening of additional roads, 
mark 
the boundaries, ascertain 
and 
definitely mark the lines of J^attle of 
troops engaged, to acquire lands which 
were occupied by infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, 
and 
such 
other 
adjacent 
lands as the secretary of war may 
deem necessary to preserve the Impor- 
tant topographical features of the bat- 
tlefield." 


When the Union and the Confeder- 
ate veterans reach Gettysburg on June 
30 next they will find on the scene of 
the old conflict between five and six 
hundred memorials raised in commem- 
oration of the deeds 
of 
their 
com- 
mands on the great fields of the Penn- 
sylvania battlefield. There are, more- 
over, 1,000 markers placed to desig- 
nate historic* spots. 
There are great 
towers built upon the field by» the gov- 
ernment so that bird's-eye views can 
be obtained of the entire scene of the 
battle. 
Fine roads have 
been con- 
structed and everywhere attention has 
been pai<} to every detail of the least 
importance Jn setting forth the Jiistory 
of 
one of 
the greatest battles ever 
known to wai'fare.

General Huerta and the American am 
bassndor, Henry Lane Wilson. 
One of 
these conferences, It Is averred, was on 
Feb. 17, the very day before Huerta 
and Blanquet came out in open revolt 
and ordered the imprisonment and di» 
tentlon in the national palace of Presi- 
dent Madero, Vice President .Tose M. 
Pino Suarez, several members of the* 
cabinet, tlie governor of the federal dis- 
trict and Congressman Gustavo Mu- 
derò, a brother of the president. 


The code of military law Is quoted to 
show that General Huerta was guilty 
of rebellion and treason In that he 
withdrew from the obedience of the 
government, used his troops In hostility 
to the goveriimont and Incited a revolt 


The Mexican military code provides 
the penalty of death for any oillccr 
whoso unnecessary violence against a 
prisoner causes the death of the prls 
oner. On that count Senor Barron caiw 
for the death of Huerta because of tlu* 
assassiuation of Madero when In Hu 
ertu's custody 
It is alleged that thf 
statement which General Huerta ga^e 
to the press and public regarding tlie 
circumstances of Madero's death was 
deliberately false. 


in concluding his petition Senor Bar- 
ron says: 


"It is shameful for Mexico that even 
for a few weeks there could have en 
dured a spurious government 
based 
upon treason, usurpation aud crime- 
Mexico forms part of 
the civlllxed 
world. Her social, commercial, literary 
and other relations with the rest of the 
universe oblige us to maintain before 
other nations a decorous attitude, bt?- 
cause In modern times there is not a 
nation which can endure while deliver- 
ing herself to acts of savagery horrify 
Ing to the civilized world."

IESE were statements made by 
Judge Robert Caroy of the ccm- 
mon pleas court. Jersey City, in 
an address at the Central Meth- 
odist church of Yonkers. 


Some of the prisoners in the Tombs 
prison. 
Now York, differ with 
the 
judge. 


Among them are. for instance, Jo- 
seph G. Robin, former president of the 
defunct Northern bank, sentenced to a 
year In prison for misapplication« of 
funds; Philip Muslca. the importer be- 
ing held for trial on a charge of fraud: 
Robert H. Klrby. negro hotel porter, 
charged with assault, and John Cas- 
sldy, convicted of assault and 
other 
crimes, and now in the Tombs for the 
twenty-second time. 


"Do you think Judge Carey Is right 
in his belief that 
every 
man 
and 
woman ought to be put behind 
the 
bars for one day every year?" Musica 
was asked. 


The young Importer, after a sudden 
disappearance 
from New 
York, six 
weeks ago, when he was wanted by 
the 
government 
on 
fraud 
charges, 
thought for a moment. 


"Well." he said at length, "I don't 


i 


admit that a 'bit* in a coll might whiten 
a fellow out some, and I suppose I 
made up my mind that I was a pretty 
chastened guy before I got out. 


"But the next time it was different. 
I got sent up for a job I never did. 
and it soured on j\\c\. I lost my repent- 
ing notion. 
Might as well tho deed 
as tho name, said I. and when I got 
out that time it didn't take mo lonR 
to got in again with my eyes widt?

In prison under severe discipline. His 
Idea was thus to familiarize himself 
with tho sort of life which the unfor- 
tunates whom ho might have to sen- 
tence to confinement would havo to 
live. Ho thought that most judges did 
not sulllclently realize what sovore 
punishment they were Infiictlng when 
thoy passed sentences of long terms 
of imprisonment. 


Somehow this Idea seoms to 
have 
within It at least a small amount of 
common sense. 


SURPRISED 
AT 
WHITE 
MAN 


Amazement of the Natives In the Re- 
mote Village of Nonsatong, 
In Korea. 


Writing of his adventures In un- 
known Korea In Harper's for May. 
Roy C. Andrews of 
tho 
Amorican 
Museum of Natural History tells of 
his amusing experiences while col- 
lecting specimens at Nonsatong. 


"We found good collecting at Non- 
satong and remained a week," ho says, 
"Tho village, if it could be callod so. 
slsted of ton or twelve huts of the 
poorest kind, strung out along the val- 
ley. and to the inhabitants 1 was an 
object of tho greatest curiosity 
They 
had never seen a white man boforo. 
My blue eyes attracted most atten- 
tion. and when the simple, timid peo- 
ple learned that I was not avorso to 
being examined they gave thoir cur- 
iosity full play. 
They did not believe 
that it was possible for a man hav- 
ing eyes like mine to see properly, 
their usual 
test being to select 
a 
trees or rock some distance away and 
ask mo to tell them what It was. 


"The Interpreter told the natives at 
Nonsatong that we would pay six sen 
(3 cents) for any mouse, rat or other 
small mammal which they could catch. 
They did not believe at first that any 
man would bo foolish enough to pa/ 
suclu a price as that for something 
which could not bo eaten, but. after 
repeated urglngs to try and see. on 
the second day ihe men of tho vlll*go 
arrived en masse with a chipmunk. At 
once six yen was offered for tt. to tho 
utter amazement of the Koreans 
The 
next day there was an influx of chip- 
munks, for every man and child tn 
the village turned out to catch thom. 
and by 2 In the afternoon they had 
nineteen. 


"The natives raised quantities of 
onions, of which all Koreans are vory 
fond, and on the first day of our ar- 
rival we bought a great bunch for 4 
son. 
After payment cf 6 sen for a 
chipmunk, however, 
the 
price 
of 
onions jhmped to 30 
sen, for 
th<>y 
argued, quite naturally, that 
if 
wo 
would give 6 sen for a useless little 
animal not fit to eat, they could de 
mand almost anything for perfectly 
good food. 
Although I proclaimed a 
boycott upon onions, the pn< o was 
not reduced to its original status "
